The Bagdad Rail- 
way, except/Ti. times of war, would fu'fil its 
chief function in fostering communication be- 
tween the interior and the coasts. A railway 
joining-Basra- with Bagdad would bea most 
profitable andertaking, for it would give ao 
immense impetus to the culture of cotton.

its irrigation on pumping stations owned by 
private estates and ihdividodls, as there is a 
large: proportion of the cultivated area ‘which 
is above the resch of “free flow” from the 
canals, \ 

As a conclusion to ‘the consideration of the 
points which affect*the drawing up of a cansl 
scheme, a few worils more concerning omnes 
may be added to what has already been 
about its importance. The Anbject must nt 
be set on one side to recsive consideration 
after the canals have been made, and antil it 
forces iteelf into prominenge by the evils that 
result from its neglect. ‘The nataral drainage 
lines, as has been said, shonld not be obstructed, 
They follow, as a rule” the depressions which 
lie between the ridges on which the canals 
should be ron. But if there be no decided 
depressions, or if the land is flat, drains shoold 
be dog on the most convenient aligom<nt 
between the canals, and, in sucha case, it is 
the distribution of the canals rather than the 
physical features of the ground which de- 
termines the position of thedrains.:, 

It is not an easy matter to decide what 
dimensions should- be given to the drains. It 
is detirable, if the outfall allows, to keep the 
water surfsce in the drains 2ft.. or 8ft. below 
toil. The maximam discharge which should 
be provided for will be proportional to the 
area to ba drained, and will depend on the 
Tainfall aa well as on the description of irriga- 
tion practised. Rice land will discharge at 
least,ouble the amoont that ordinary crops 
do.

EGYPTIAN BANKS. 


In a leaderettegon the subject of Egyptian 
Banks, the “Financial Times” ssys: Although 
movements in the shares of Egyptian banks 
play rather a prominent part in the market for 
Ezyptian securities, it must be understood that 
the decline recently seen in no way refects 
upon the working of thes3 concerns. Owing to 
the fact that a large Continéntal interest is 
attached to the development of Egypt, several 
of the newer’ banks, such as the National of 
Egypt and -the Agricaltaral Bank of 
have their capital in the form of “bester” 
shares, which, of course, renders speculation in 
them easier than in the English form of re- 
gistered sbarer. Speculators in’Cairo and on the 
d| Coitinent would seem to have been dazzled by 
the great prosperity shown by Egypt of late 
years, and have pushed up the prices of these 
shares to such a pitch that those’ well con- 
versant with businggs in the country have for 
a long time past considered that they were 
above the’ level’ which “ordinary conditions 
should warrant their reaching. In consequence, 
many of the ehares have been lifted from 
Europe, and have gone to Egypt, where the 
operators, relying opon léans from some of the 
purely local banks, hava been carrying them ar 
a speculation. When the usval pinch for money 
occasioned ty the moring of the cotton ocroy 
was felt in the country, these speculators have 
foutid themselves in a rather awkward position, 
and, no doubt, they have had to throw over- 
board some of their lioldings. This is the history 
of the present depreasion in the shares, and it 
does notin any way reflect upon the menage 
ment ot the concerns themselves.
